Furthermore, any 
island of the Marquesas group is situated more than 350 km way from any other 
island of the parent country. Any island of the Australs is situated more than 350 
km away from any other island of the parent country, and more than 800 km away 
from any island of the Marquesas. The submission asks for addition to the list as of 
June 2nd 1983, date when the CORA, representing French Polynesia, joined the 
International Amateur Radio Union (IARU)." 


SIDED NOTE: The DXAC voted against the addition on these islands before because they felt 
that the French Poynesia is not considered to be a "PARENT" country and that France is the 
parent country......
